Obama Signs Bipartisan Jobs Act 


‘Game-changer’ bill 
seeks to give small 
businesses a boost 


Washington 

President Obama signed bipartisan 
jobs legislation Thursday that will 
help small businesses and make it 
easier for startups to raise capital, 
saying it could be a “game-chang- 
er” for entrepreneurs dreaming 
of founding the next Microsoft or 
Facebook. 

“When their ideas take root, 
we get inventions that can change 
the way we live,” Obama said in 
the Rose Garden, flanked by law- 
makers of both parties who backed 
the bill. “And when their business- 
es take off, more people become 
employed.” 

He said the initiatives in the bill 
paralleled many of the provisions 
that he sought last fall in his jobs 
agenda to encourage small-busi- 
ness growth. 

Republicans, who promoted 
the pro-small business ideas in the 
House, joined Obama at the signing 
ceremony, including House Majority

White House press secretary Jay Carney said Thursday that President 
Obama believes women should be admitted as members to the all-male Augusta 
National, home of the Masters golf tournament. “We’re kind of long past the time 
when women should be excluded from anything," Carney said. Mitt Romney said 
“of course" he would allow women in “if I could run Augusta." One of the club’s 
longtime sponsors, IBM, has a newfemale CEO, Virginia Rometty. The last four 
CEOs at IBM, all male, have been invited to be members. The chairman of Augus- 
ta National said the club will decide for itself whom to allow, (ap) 


Leader Eric Cantor, R-Va. Sen. Scott 
Brown, R-Mass., also looked on as 
Obama signed the bill into law. 

“This bill represents exactly the 
kind of bipartisan action we should 
be taking in Washington to help 
our economy,” Obama said. 

Cantor said the bill was aimed at 
“the problem that we face in Amer- 
ica today which is that our econo- 
my is lagging and our small busi- 
nesses are having too hard of a time 
getting up off the ground.” 

Some Democrats, however, 
raised concerns that the bill soft- 
ened investment protections enacted 
after the dot.com excesses and Wall 
Street meltdowns and the changes 
could lead to fraud and abuse. 

The main part of the bill would 
phase in Securities and Exchange 
Commission regulations over a five- 
year period to let smaller companies 
go public sooner. Firms that have 
annual gross revenues of less than 
$1 billion would enjoy this “emerg- 
ing growth company” status. 

The legislation may be one of 
the few accomplishments for a 
Congress stymied by partisan divi- 
sions heading into the fall elections.

Autism to Be Redefined 


Broad Definitions 

There is no definitive test for autism. The diagnosis that has been used for 
at least 18 years covers children who once were called mentally retarded, as well 
as some who might have merely been considered quirky or odd. Today, some chil- 
dren diagnosed with autism may no longer fit the definition when they mature. 
With new government data last week suggesting more kids than ever in the U.S. 
— 1 in 88— have autism, the new definition may help clarify whether the rising 
numbers reflect a true increase in autism or overdiagnosis by doctors, (ap) 


Panel seeks to update 
definition to clarify 
range of symptoms

One child doesn’t talk, rocks rh3^h- 
mically back and forth and stares 
at clothes spinning in the dryer. 
Another has no trouble talking but is 
obsessed with trains, methodically 
naming every station in his state. 

Autistic kids such as these hate 
change, but a big one is looming. 

For the first time in nearly two 
decades, experts want to rewrite 
the definition of autism. 

For years, different autism-relat- 
ed labels have been used, the best 
known being Asperger’s disorder. 
The doctors working on the new 
definition want to eliminate sepa- 
rate terms like that one and lump 
them all into an “autism spectrum 


disorder” category. 

Some specialists contend the 
proposal will exclude as many as 
40 percent of kids now considered 
autistic. Parents of mildly affected 
children worry their kids will be 
left out and lose access to academ- 
ic and behavioral services. 

But doctors on the American 
Psychiatric Association panel that 
has proposed the changes maintain 
the revision is needed to dump con- 
fiising labels and clarify that autism 
can involve a range of symptoms 


from mild to severe. They say it will 
be easier to diagnose kids. 

“We’re wanting to use this 
opportunity to get this diagnosis 
right,” said Dr. Bryan King, a mem- 
ber of the revision panel and direc- 
tor of the autism center at Seattle 
Children’s Hospital. 

The revision is among dozens of 
changes proposed for an update of 
the psychiatric association’s refer- 
ence manual. The board is expected 
to vote on the proposals in Decem- 
ber. LINDSEY TANNER (AP)

starts wearing Google’s futuristic, 
Internet-connected glasses. 

Google unveiled the first peek 
at what it’s calling “Project Glass” 
on Wednesday, augmented-real- 
ity eyeglasses that keep Google 
services on hand at all times.

Siege Fades Hopes for Syrian Cease-Fire 


Violence intensifies 
ahead of deadline 
for truce, U.N. says 

Beirut 

Syria launched a blistering assault 
Thursday on the outskirts of its 
capital, shelling residential areas 
and deploying snipers on rooftops 
as international envoy Kofi Annan 
demanded every fighter lay down 
arms in time for a U.N.-brokered 
cease-fire. 

The bloodshed undermined 
already fading hopes that more 


than a year of violence will end 
soon, and France accused President 
Bashar Assad of trying to fool the 
world by accepting Annan’s dead- 
line to pull the army back from pop- 
ulation centers by April 10. 

According to the plan, rebels 
are supposed to stop fighting 48 
hours later, paving the way for 
talks to end Assad’s violent sup- 
pression of the uprising against 
his rule. The U.N. says more than 
9,000 people have died. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said the crisis was worsening, 
even though the Syrian government 
accepted Annan’s plan March 27.

Murdoch’s U.K. Channel 
Admits Email Hacking 


London 

Rupert Murdoch’s British satellite 
news channel on Thursday became 
the latest branch of the mogul’s 
global media empire to acknowl- 
edge bending the rules in an effort 
to stay ahead. 

Sky News admitted its report- 
ers hacked emails on two separate 
occasions, insisting that it was done 
in the public interest. 

“We stand by these actions as 
editorially justified and in the pub- 
lic interest,” Sky chief John Ryley 
said in a statement Thursday. “We 
do not take such decisions lightly 
or frequently.” 

But experts said that’s no 
defense, the police are investigat- 
ing, and Murdoch’s goal of taking 
full control of Sky News’ profitable 
parent company, British Sky Broad- 
casting, may be at risk.

Living in an outlying Chicago sub- 
urb, Jeff Wehrli recalls a heady time 
not too long ago when city dwellers 
poured in and developers couldn’t 
build McMansions fast enough. Now 
boom has turned to bust, as in many 
of the nation’s “exurbs,” and Wehr- 
li can’t help but wonder when, or if, 
things will turn around. 

All across the U.S., residential 
exurbs that sprouted on the edge 
of metropolitan areas are seeing 
their growth fizzle, according to 
new 2011 census estimates released 
Thursday. 

Gas prices are discouraging 
long commutes. Young singles pre- 
fer city apartments. Two years after 


the recession technically ended, and 
despite some signs of economic recov- 
ery, there’s a reversal of urbanites’ 
decades-long exodus to roomy homes 
in distant towns. Indeed, Americans 
are shunning any moves at all — the 
lowest rate in records going back to 
the 1940s. 

The annual rate of growth in 
American cities and surrounding 
urban areas has now surpassed that 
of exurbs for the first time in at least 
20 years, spanning the most recent 
era of sprawling suburban devel- 
opment. 

For instance, in Wehrli’s Kendall 
County, 111., about 50 miles south- 
west of Chicago, the population 
had more than doubled to 116,000 
over the past decade, making it the 


nation’s fastest-growing county from 
2000 to 2010. 

Kendall County was part of an 
exurban wave in the mid-2000s that 
helped President George W. Bush to 
re-election, offering Republicans 
the hope of a new era of conserva- 
tive voters sprouting on the rural-

In 2011, Kendall County’s growth 
stalled at 1 percent, dropping its rate 
rank to 236th.

2006-2007. Examining the current 
market, he believes America is now at 
a turning point, shifting away from 
faraway suburbs to cities amid per- 
sistently high gasoline prices. 

Demographic changes also play a 
role: They include young singles who 
are increasingly delaying marriage 
and children and thus more apt to 
rent, and a graying population that 
in its golden years may prefer closer- 
in, walkable urban centers.

Metro Madness 

Many people find riding the Metro challenging 
enough already, but Andrew Baker wanted to 
up the difficulty level. That's why one day in 
November, the 23-year-old consultant set out 
to perform an impressive feat: hitting every 
stop on every line in the shortest time possible. 


When he proudly told WMATA 
about the time it took him to get to 
all 86 — seven hours, 27 minutes 
and 49 seconds — he expected the 
transit system to acknowledge the 
accomplishment. That didn’t hap- 
pen. He checked for stats elsewhere, 
but it turns out Guinness doesn’t 
care about this record either. 

So what’s a competitive train 
rider to do? Encourage other folks 
to try to top him. “Beating myself 


doesn’t have much appeal,” he 
says. Baker’s website (Dcmetro- 
challenge.com), which launched 
Wednesday, details his adventure, 
lays out the ground rules for other 
contenders (for example, you must 
use a SmarTrip card to enter and 
exit the system for timing verifica- 
tion purposes) and offers advice on 
how to make an attempt. 

Baker chose to go for it when 
he had a week off between jobs. 


That way he could take advantage 
of a busier weekday train schedule 
and prepare by slightiy dehydrating 
himself the day before. (He doesn’t 
necessarily encourage other people 
to follow in his footsteps, but bath- 
room breaks would 
clearly hinder one’s 
time.) 

He didn’t check 
what was happen- 
ing with track main- 
tenance — which 
cost him valuable 
minutes during two 
lengthy train delays 
— so Baker suggests there’s an open- 
ing at the top of the standings. And 
people might be able to go even fast- 
er by leveraging the Farragut Cross- 
ing and Rush Plus, which starts this 
summer. “I’d like to see someone try 
it with the timetables and plot it out 
with more accuracy,” he says. 

One brave soul has already 
signed on, and Baker plans to raise 
funds to print T-shirts for compet- 
itors to wear during their attempts 
once more are on board. He hopes 
the challenge can evolve into teams 
going head-to-head simultaneously, 
a la “The Amazing Race.” 

Pursuit of the best time is only 
part of the experience. Baker adds. 
He wants to promote the chal- 
lenge as a way for people to see 
the cross-section of Washington 
that rides the rails and to develop 
more of an appreciation for the sys- 
tem. Baker, who grew up in Alex- 
andria, has been a fan for as long 
as he can remember. (When Baker 
and his little sister got too rowdy, 
their dad would take them to King 
Street for train trips.) 

Recently, with Metro’s litany 
of woes, he’s felt like he’s need- 
ed to be “a closeted transit enthu- 
siast.” The Challenge, however, 
opens doors.

Zakary Pelaccio 

CHEF, SEA URCHIN FAN, MUSIC LOVER 


On the back of his new cookbook, 
“Eat With Your Hands” ($40, Harp- 
er Collins), chef Zakary Pelaccio 
describes his cooking as “Southeast 
Asian-inspired cuisine with French 
and Italian inflections.” As you can 
imagine, the gastro-genius behind 
Fatty Crab and Fatty ’Cue restau- 
rants in New York City finds culi- 
nary inspiration ever 3 rwhere, from 
travels through Malaysia to Her- 
bie Mann’s cheesy grooves from 
the 1970s. 

The first recipe is for frog legs, 
and in the noodles chapter you 
have a recipe for sea urchin 
gonads. Who is this book for? 

It reflects things I’ve cooked dur- 
ing my career. My wife and I cher- 
ry-picked meals we enjoyed based 
on nostalgia. Some of the ingredi- 
ents like green garlic sound esoteric 


for a meal at home, but it’s actual- 
ly pretty common for us. And tech- 
nically the gonads are called uni. I 
was just trying to be anatomically 
correct, unlike a Barbie doll. 

I’d be hard-pressed to find uni 
in my grocery store. How do you 
feel about substitutions? 

These are just guidelines. Certainly 
I’m going to have an opinion about 
things I’ve encountered and what 
I’ve used, but that doesn’t mean 
what’s good for me is what’s good 
for you. And it also doesn’t mean 
I’ve perfected it. Somebody else 
may be able to make it better and 
take an idea and expand on it. 

Can you explain your “eat with 
your hands" philosophy? 

It’s a metaphor. The people who 
take it literally make me laugh. “Is 


this a book about finger foods?” 
That’s right. That’s what I wrote: 
A book consisting entirely of tea 
sandwiches. [Laughs] It’s the idea 
of immersing yourself in whatever 
you’re doing and having fun.

This was your first cookbook. 
What was the process like? 

Challenging. Typically I scribble 
down some notes and describe to 
my cook how something should be 
prepared. But with the book, I had 
to ask things like, “When I say add 
salt to taste, how much salt is that? 
How long do you leave something 
on the stove?” Recipes are the eas- 
iest framework to communicate 
food to one another. 

You share an anecdote with 
every recipe. Any other ways 
you’ve made these recipes more 
than just words on a page? 

I suggest songs to listen to while 
cooking every recipe. Also, the pic- 
tures are a bit out of focus and the 
paper is coarse. It’s meant to get 
thrown around and stained. 

In the introduction to your cook- 
book, you thank people for their 
good advice. What’s the best piece 
of advice you’ve gotten? 

The best advice I never listened to 
was from my father when I grad- 
uated college. He said, “You can 
do whatever you want with your 
life. My only advice is to take a job 
where you can sit down.” I didn’t 
take it and right now my back is 
sore, and my right knee is bother- 
ing me.

Weirdly Watchable 

I think anyone can be forgiven 
for thinking that WiUenn Dafoe is 
absolutely, psychotically nuts. Sure, 
he can play synnpathetic characters, 
like in “Platoon," but he just seenns so 
nnuch nnore authentic playing weird 
guys in, ideally, weird nnovies. 

In “The Hunter," out Friday, he 
plays a weird guy 
in a not-very-weird 
nnovie: Martin David 
is a nnercenary 
connnnissioned 
by a nnysterious 
corporation to track 
down and kill a 
Tasnnanian tiger, an 
aninnal that nnay or nnay not be extinct. 

The film is pretty good, but the 
most enjoyable moments come when 
Dafoe shares the screen with the two 
children in the film. His scenes with 
them (there are only a couple) are 
hilarious — and quite a jolt in what is 
fundamentally a pretty dark story. 

Peppy, blond Morgana Davies, 
in particular, contrasts with Dafoe's 
innate weirdness in such a wonderful 
way. Her openness slams up against 
his reticence (and his reactions, 
particularly when she and her 
brother hop into the tub while Dafoe 
is soaking) so interestingly that the 
two sum up Martin’s basic struggle: 
civilization versus nature, family 
versus solitude. It’s clear Davies is 
filling a stereotypical role — a bright 
spot in a dark life showing a lonely 
man what love is — but she does it 
with such unselfconscious joy that her 
performance transcends cliche and 
becomes something truly special.

Comedy, like a flower, is a delicate 
thing. 

I realize this now, after sitting 
through a technical glitch-plagued 
screening of “American Reunion,” 
another sequel to “American Pie” 
whose sense of humor is typified by

Seann William Scott, reprising his 
role as that virtuoso of vulgarity, Ste- 
ven Stifler — makes number two in a 
beer cooler. A malfunctioning audio 
system had accidentally removed 
all background music from the film 
(although the sound effect of Stifler’s 
bowel movement, unfortunately, came 
through loud and clear). 

So imagine my delight when I 
was offered a second chance to see 
the film, as it was originally meant 


to be seen — and heard. 

It was apparent that there were 
several jokes in “American Reunion” 
that relied heavily on the music, from 
the ’90s and beyond, such as a scene 
in which a middle-aged mom does a 
pelvis-grinding dance with a shocked 
Chris “Oz” Ostreicher (Chris Klein) 
to the tune of 30H!3’s “My First 
Kiss.” Without the music, it was just 
a bizarre pantomime. 

After two screenings, I can report 
that the songs add a certain some- 
thing to the proceedings, which are 
set during the high-school reunion of 
the characters from “American Pie”

The Hunter' unfolds 
as a thoughtful and 
gripping mystery 

Film Review 

An ecological thriller about a pro- 
fessional animal killer and loner 
who discovers a newfound sense of 
stewardship for the planet — along 
with a concern for other people — 
“The Hunter” is engrossing and 
thoughtful entertainment. 

The film stars Willem Dafoe as 
Martin, an elite hunter who has 
been hired by a mysterious firm to 
bag the last remaining example of a 
Tasmanian tiger, a real-life (though 
probably extinct) predator that looks 
like it’s part dog, part cat. Though 
the firm’s reasons for wanting the 
animal are murky, they become 
clearer — and more clearly nefari- 
ous — as the mystery unfolds. 

Martin doesn’t really care why, 
though. He’s in it for the money. 

His efforts to track the ani- 
mal are hampered by unseen ene- 
mies: radical environmentalists, or 
“greenies,” who want to save it; local 
loggers; and rival hunters.

Martin, in short, becomes both 
hunter and hunted. 

That’s one part of the story. 

The other, more interesting 
part involves Martin’s relationship 
with Lucy (Frances O’Connor) — 


a greenie in whose remote Tasma- 
nian house he has set up camp — 
and her two children. Martin can’t 
help developing feelings for Lucy, 
whose husband has recently disap- 
peared and is presumed dead. 

Director Daniel Nettheim tells 
both stories well, braiding them 
together into a single thread with 
a firm hand and evocative visual 
style. Dafoe carries off the extremes 
of Martin’s character with aplomb 
and psychological depth. 

At the core of the movie is the

son Hendrix (played by real-life son 
Mandela Van Peebles), who cares 
more about saving up to buy a car 
than academia. 

When he isn’t hanging out with 
his goofball friends, he makes 
money hosting parties. But when 
Hendrix realizes the only way he can 
date the popular Cheyenne (Simo- 
ne Battle) is to raise his grades, he 
hits the books. 

Some lessons might be gleaned 
from “We the Party,” including 
Dr. Sutton’s insistence that “min- 
imum effort now means min- 
imum wage later.” But no one 
seems interested in practicing 
what he preaches. Instead, the 
message seems to be: Kids will 
take their academics seriously, 
but only with the right incentive.

21 JUMP STREET (R, 100 minutes) The 
lack of originality or creative ingenuity 
that “21 Jump Street" symbolizes is ad- 
dressed head-on early in the film, when 
a surly police captain tells two new 
recruits that the force has resurrected 
a defunct program from 30 years ago 
that sent undercover cops into high 
schools.

stiffness of the Navy men’s performances 
is Less of a problem than the gLobaL-con- 
spiracy plot that’s about to commence. 
In Costa Rica, a CIA agent is posing as a 
doctor while observing an international 
drug and arms smuggler. Her cover is 
blown, and she’s captured and tortured. 
Soon, the SEAL team arrives for the 
rescue. Like most recent action movies, 
“Act of Valor" isfast. Loud and strenuously 
overedited. The filmmakers successfuLLy 
conjure a chaotic, you-are-there sensa- 
tion. Exactly what’s happening, how- 
ever, can be hard to foLLow. mark jenkins 
CASA DE Ml PADRE (R, 84 minutes) 
What’s the big idea with “Casa de Mi 
Padre?" Is the joke that WILL FerreLL — 
playing a Mexican version of his signa- 
ture, slightly dense Everyman — speaks 
nothing butSpanishthroughoutthe film? 
(Pretty well.) Or is it that the movie is a 
parody of how cheesy a cheaply made, 
south-of-the-border Western can get?

DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX (PC, 86 min 
utes) Like “An Inconvenient Truth" for 
the 12-and-under crowd, “Dr. Seuss’ The 


Lorax" is a cautionary environmental tale 
with a thin veneer of entertainment on 
top. Based on Seuss’ 1971 picture book, 
this musical adaptation, in eye-popping 
3-D CGI, is undeniably Less gloomy than 
the original. In the hands of co-directors 
Chris Reynaud and KyLe BaLda and co- 
writers Ken Daurio and Cinco Paul, Seuss’ 
slender though eloquent fable has mor- 
phed into something unwieldy and manic. 
It’s simultaneously siLLy and preachy, with 
precious Little room for fun. “Dr. Seuss’ 
The Lorax" is a movie that progressives 
can feel good about taking their kids to, 
without actually having a good time. m.o. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PC 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne Col- 
lins’ floridly post-apocaLyptic future, are 
subjected to an annual ritual wherein they 
murder one another as part of a nation- 
wide reality show. That perverse dystopia 
is brought faithfully, if unspectacuLarly, 
toLifebydirectorCaryRoss. Iftheseries’ 
Legions of fans miss a detail here or a 
subplot there, they’ll stiLL recognize its 
bones and sinew, especially in Jennifer 
Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, Katniss 
Everdeen. The Hunger Games have been 
instituted by the elite Leaders of a country 
in order to keep down a restive populace. 
After randomly plucking a boy and a girl 
from each of the federation’s districts, 
a shadowy government-entertainment 
complex subjects them to a kiLL-or-be- 
killed group hunt. Lawrence is never Less 
thangroundedand beLievabLeasayoung 
woman forced by circumstance to as- 


sume wisdom far beyond her years. Adeer 
stalker dressed in pyrotechnic couture, 
Katniss symboLizesa newbrand of female 
power: one that entails not just strength, 
courage and spiky, if selective, compas- 
sion, but also a top-notch stylist, a.h. 
JEFF, WHO LIVES AT HOME (R, 83 
minutes) Jeff (JasonSegeL),whoat30is 
still Living with his mother and doing Little 
more than bong hits fora Living, receives 
a phone caLLfrom his mom (Susan Sara- 
ndon) asking him to go to Home Depotto 
get some wood glue. That simple task 
sends Jeff on an errand that wiLL result 
inaLLsortsof detours and digressions. A 
bus ride ends up in a basketball game; 
a chance meeting with his brother, Pat 
(Ed Helms), ends up in a graveyard and 
a Hampton Inn — in Jeff’s spaced-out 
mind, it’s aLL Leading somehow to the 
meaning and purpose that has so far 
eluded him. Seen through one Lens, the 
film can be interpreted as an aimless, 
easygoing wish-fuLfiLLment fantasy 
for underachievers everywhere: seen 
through another, it’s a numb, naturalistic 
group portrait of unresolved grief, a.h. 
JIRO DREAMS OF SUSHI (PC, 81 
minutes) The appearance of chef Jiro 
One’s unassuming, subterranean 10- 
seat restaurant, Sukiyabashi Jiro, is 
deceiving: the hoLe-in-the-waLL touts a 
three-star MicheLin rating, and it was 
the first sushi restaurant to earn the 
distinction. David GeLb’s documentary 
feels exceptional thanks to the subject, 
a self-made perfectionist stiLL pursuing 
culinary transcendence. There are also 
elements of family drama, as One’s son 
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and apprentice, Yoshikazu Ono, muLLsthe 
inevitability of one day running the res- 
taurant. Hisyoungestson, meanwhile, op- 
eratesanothersushi outpost. The movie 
tendsto be spare, recounting day-to-day 
routines in the beginning but ultimately 
settles into an engaging, sometimes 
humorous rhythm. Stephanie merry 
JOHN CARTER (PG-13, 137 minutes) 
Based on Edgar Rice Burroughs’ sto- 
ries, this adaptation gets off to such an 


incoherent start that it takes almost 
the entire, interminable running time 
to catch up. And the trip isn’t worth it: 
Narratively stilted, visually ugly and 
imaginatively bankrupt, “John Carter" 
just sits there forcing the audience to 
sit right along with it. But, OK, if it’s 
a synopsis you want: “John Carter" is 
nominallyabouta Civil War veteran who 
happens upon a dingus thattransports 
him to Mars, where he can jump really 


high and is taken prisoner and meets 
a beautiful princess. What’s supposed 
to be a fanciful journey in time and 
space is unforgivably awful-looking. A. H. 
JOURNEY 2: THE MYSTERIOUS IS- 
LAND (PC, 94 minutes) Managing to 
make classic 19th-century adventure 
yarns feel as wondrous and exotic as 
a Hallmark Channel special, “Journey 
2: The Mysterious Island," starring 
Dwayne “The Rock" Johnson, sincerely 


tries to pay homage to the likes of Jules 
Verne and Robert Louis Stevenson but 
is too contaminated by today’s tame 
sensibilities to make it fly. john defore 
MIRROR MIRROR (PC, 106 minutes) 
Director Tarsem Singh has shown a gift 
forfantasticalsettings, and Snow White’s 
kingdom is no exception.

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The plot is simple enough for younger 
Disney princess fans to follow. The fair 
Snow White is sequestered in her late 
father’s castle by her pathologically 
vain stepmother, the Evil Queen (Julia 
Roberts). After sneaking out of the for- 
tress for a visit to the village, Snow has 
a typical meet-up with Prince Alcott 
of Valencia in the woods. He has been 
bound and burgled, and she, having no 
idea he is a prince, unties him and then 
blushes furiously. Later, when the prince 
arrives atthe castle looking forsanctu- 
ary, the queen goes into cougar mode. 
But naturally, the prince has eyes only 
for Snow. Disney’s kind and gentle Snow 
White was charming, could sing and 
regularly talked to woodland creatures. 
The same cannot be said of Collins. Most 
of Snow’s interactions with the mag- 
netic prince are tepid, except for one 
flirty sword fight, sandie angulo chen 
PROJECT X (R, 88 minutes) There are 
only two good jokes in “Project X,’’ a 
thin, painfully overlong comedy about 
an out-of-control party thrown by a 
trio of high-school losers. One is the 
“story by" credit given to Michael Bacall. 


This is funny because there is, almost 
literally, no story. As for that second joke, 
it comes halfway into the movie when an 
adult neighbor attempts to shut down 
the party and ends up getting Tasered 
by a 12-year-old who has been hired as a 
bouncer. That’s not the funny part — or, 
for anyone older than 21, the only truly 
satisfying moment in the film. That 
comes when the man gets up and clocks 
the snot-nosed brat in the face. m.o. 
THE RAID: REDEMPTION (R, 100 MIN- 
UTES) What do you get when you send 
a heavily armed SWAT team into the 
fortresslike compound of a sadistic drug 
lord? In this Indonesian action-adventure 
film, it’s not what you would expect. After 
the initial, de rigueur barrage of back-and- 
forth gunplay that opens the confronta- 
tion between the cops and the thugs, you 
end up with a bunch of adrenaline-infused, 
bone-crunching hand-to-hand combat. 
It’s not for everybody. But it is undeniably 
cinematicand even kind of thrilling— as- 
sumingyoucanstomachthewallofnause- 
ating sound effects generated by repeated 
blows of feet and fists on flesh. You don’t 
watch “The Raid” so much as ingest it. It’s a 
visceral, almost chemical high. Forfans of 
martial-arts action, it’s a sizzling and styl- 
ishlyserved-uporderof butt-kicking, m.o. 
SILENT HOUSE (R, 88 minutes) Likely 
to disappoint fans of old-school bogey-

men as wellasaficionados of jokily self- 
referential meta-horror, “Silent House" 
might just find an audience that isable 
to appreciate it for what it is: a scary, 
yet deep, art-house frightfest. The 
question is this: Do the words “deep" 
and “frightfest” even belong in the same 
sentence?Theotherquestion isthis: Do 
you find a hyperventilating, helpless 
young woman trapped in a dark, secluded 
house with a crazed, possibly homicidal 


stalker terrifying or merely annoying? 
But the similarities with such films as 
“Halloween" end there. That’s because 
the young woman (Elizabeth Olsen), her 
stalker and even the “house" of the title 
arenotwhatyouthinkthey are for most 
of the film. The twist ending will either 
satisfy you deeply — there’s that word 
again— ortickyou off royally. Itwillmake 
you jump, to be sure, and your heart will 
beat a little bit faster. But what’s truly 


scariest about the movie takes place 
not in the body, but in the mind. m.o. 
WRATH OF THE TITANS (PG 13, 99 

minutes) The only reason you’ll feel any 
wrath isbecauseyoushelledoutl2 bucks 
for this steaming bucket of half-baked 
plot, cliched dialogue and disappoint- 
ing 3-D special effects. It might be even 
worse than the original. Who, exactly, was 
clamoring for a follow-up? As before, Sam 
Worthington plays Greek hero Perseus, 
the demigod son of Zeus (Liam Neeson). 
Zeus is imprisoned by his brother Hades 
(Ralph Fiennes) in an effortto overthrow 
the Olympian gods and resurrect Kronos, 
the dormant leader of the evil Titans. 
To save Zeus, Perseus goes on a quest 
to the underworld. At stake is not just 
his father’s life — yeah, I thought gods 
were immortal, too — but the future of 
the world. As a CGI villain, Kronos looks 
as though he’s made of molten lava and 
sounds like Barry White speaking Klin- 
gon. Scary it is not. Perplexing, maybe. 
In an effort to appeal to audiences who 
might resist anything that smacks 
of the classics, the dialogue includes 
anachronisms such as “You gotta be 
kiddin’ me." They got that right, m.o.
